TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
LLANSILIN  RURAL  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 


Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  District  for  the  year  1925. 


General  Statistics. 

The  elevation  of  the  District  is  from  330  feet  to  2000  feet 
above  sea  level. 

The  total  area,  including  land  and  inland  water,  is  44,715 
acres,  and  the  majority  of  the  male  population  are  farmers  and 
agricultural  laboui-ers. 

The  population  estimated  at  the  middle  of  the  year  was 
2,894 ; at  the  same  time  in  1924  it  was  2,923. 

The  number  of  inhabited  houses  was  726. 

The  number  of  separate  occupiers  was  approximately  181. 

The  full  rateable  value  of  the  District  was  £34,799. 

The  sum  represented  by  a pennj'-  rate  thereon  was 
£144  19  11. 

The  reduced  rateable  value  pursuant  to  the  Agricultural 
Rate  Acts  was  £19,740. 

The  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  thereon  was 
£82  5 0.

The  Birth  Rate,  i.c.  the  number  of  births  per  1000 
population,  was  therefore  20.73.  In  1924  this  figure  was 
19.84,  and  in  1923  it  was  16.46. 

The  number  of  deaths  was  42,  15  males  and  27  females, 
and  this  gives  a Death  Rato  per  1000  population  of  14.51.  In 
1924  it  was  16.7,  and  in  1923  it  was  14.  There  was  one  death 
due  to  Whooping  Cough,  2 due  to  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respirat- 
ory System,  2 (both  females)  due  to  Cancer,  3 to  C’erebral 
llieiuorrhage,  3 to  Heart  Disease,  3 to  Arterio-Sclerosis,  2 to 
Bronchitis,  6 to  I’neuinonia,  2 to  other  respiratory  diseases. 
I to  Congenital  Debility,  .Malformation  and  Bromature  Birth, 
Two  died  from  violence,  and  13  to  other  defined  diseases. 

'riiere  were  7 deaths  of  Infants  under  one  year  of  age,  and 
this  gives  an  Infantile  .Mortality  of  116.6.  Ihis  compares 
rather  unfavourably  with  the  Infantile  Mortality  in  England 
and  Wales,  which  was  75  per  lOUO  births. 


Infectious  Diseases. 


There  were  eight  oases  of  infectious  Diseases  in  the 
District  during  the  year.  Last  year  there  were  23.  None  of 
these  wore  admitted  to  hosiiital.  They  were  as  follows:  —

Two  of  the  Pneumonia  cases  died. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  number  of  cases  during  the  year  was  3.  Two  females 
sTiflering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  and  their  ages  were  19 
and  47  resjiectively.  The  other  case  was  Non-Pulmonary,  and 
his  age  was  50. 
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Tlicre  are  signs  that  the  pulilic  are  slowly  becoming  to 
realize  the  infective  nature  of  this  disease. 

When  this  knowledge,  is  supplemented  by  better  housing 
conditions  and  a recognition  on  the  part  of  tlie  public  of  the 
gnat  iin])ortaiice  to  health  of  fresh  air,  good  food,  and  suitable 
rest  and  exercise,  we  will  have  travelled  a long  way  towards 
stamping  out  this  disease. 


The  Nursing  & Hospital  Arrangements. 

There  was  no  demand  made  during  the  year  for  admission 
to  Hospital  for  patients  suffering  from  Infectious  diseases. 

There  are  still  no  definite  Hospital  arrangements  for 
isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases  in  the  District. 

There  were  no  arrangements  made  for  Health  Visiting  by 
District  Nurses  during  the  year. 


The  Notification  of  Births  (Extension) 
Act,  1915- 

This  Act  relegates  to  Public  Health  Authorities  the 
responsibility  of  the  proper  care,  not  only  of  the  mother  and 
her  offspring  up  to  ydiool  age,  but  also  of  the  mother  during 
pregnancy. 

This  Act  has  not  been  adopted  in  this  District. 


The  Schools. 

During  School  age,  the  health  of  the  Children  is 
investigated  by  the  County  Education  Authority,  through  the 
medium  of  the  School  Medical  Officer.  Minor  defects  are 
reported ; and  when  necessary,  parents  are  advised  to  consult 
their  own  doctors. 

All  the  Schools  were  in  a satisfactory  state. 
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Sanitary  Administration. 


I regret  to  say  that  there  have  been  continued  complaints 
in  Llanrhaiadr  in  respect  of  scavenging.  It  is  extremely 
important  and  absolutely  essential  tliat  this  work  be  done  in  a 
satisfactory  manner. 

In  Llansiliu  this  work  is  carried  out  in  a satisfactorj’- 
manner. 

The  number  of  Pail  Closets  emptied  weekly  in  the  villages 
of  Llanrhaiadr  and  Llansilin  was  93.  The  number  of  Ashbins 
emptied  weekly  was  68. 


The  supply  at  Tregeiriog  was  also  satisfactory,  excepting 
during  the  dry  jicriod  in  the  early  summer. 


In  l.lanarmon  D.C.  and  Tregeiriog,  notices  were  erected 
])rnhibiling  the  ]iolIution  of  the  River  Ceiriog.  There  has 
been  iiniirovement  in  this  direction. 

Llanrhaiadr.  Nothing  has  been  done  by  the  County 
Council  in  the  way  of  piping  the  open  drain  by  Vicarage  Cottage. 
There  have  been  many  (loniplaints  regarding  this,  and  I would 
advise  that  the  County  Council  be  again  reminded  of  it. 

There  are  also  shallow  ojien  drains  in  front  of  the  houses  in 
Park  Street,  and  sloj)s  are  ein])tied  into  them.  They  also 
cf>nvey  surface  water.  1’hey  are  quite  ineflicient  and  a nuisance 
in  their  present  state,  and  the  County  Council  should  be 
approached  without  delay  to  reconstruct  them  in  a satisfactory 
manner. 

There  are  also  open  drains  in  Waterfall  Street.  In  some 
places  these  are  deep  and  dangerous  to  pedestrians.  These 
also  should  be  reconstructed.
